CLASSIFICATIONS IN ROCK-CLIMBING 
| By. Morgan Harris 


i.Classification of climbers: pro and con. 
i Discussion at recont rock=climbors! 
‘dinners has returned to an old topic, tha 
of whether or not we should classify our 
climbers according to ability. 
in this sonse is mcant the actual physical 
capacitics for gotting up.tho rocks, aside 
from a consideration of belaying skill. 
this subjoct was dobated informally a few 
years ago at a dinnor gathcring of the 
Ry Ce. S, and the opinion in general was 
unfavorable. Considering the signs of 
reviving interest in such a classification, 
however, we may present certain arguments 
for and against it. 


The primary purpose of this grouping 
would be to provide a stimulus for the 
improvement of climbing ability. The idea 
behind this is that the majority of in- 
dividuals improve in an activity most 
rapidly if definite goals are set un 
toward which to strive, 


in this case, the series of climbing 
tests in the proposed classification would 
serve as goals, and through efforts to 
Fass thes@ tests a steady improvement in 
rock technique would result. 


Another projected use of this grouping 
would be to give an index of individual 
climbing ability to the Rock Climbing Com- 
-mittec. In this way the R.C.C. could 
-_ readily decide whether or not a climber 

was qualified to go.on a particular climb.

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Still another argument tb for the prov proposed 
system has been that it rat create com= | 
petition among individual climbers. It 
is felt that this is desirable because it 
might lead to improvement in one's climb- 
ing ability through offorts to surpass 
the feats of other climbers, 


On cxamining tho above arguments ccr- 
appear. The first point, 
namely that classification would lcad to 
an improvement in climbing ability, is. 
based on the assumption that climbing © 
ability can bo systematically improved 
through practice. It has been a common 
exporience, however, to find that thore 

is a rapid approach to a peak in climbing 
ability, with little or no improvement on 
subsequent practicc. The level of abil~— 
ity thus reached appcars to depend on 
certain basic physical capacities of the 
climber: gcncral muscular coordination 
and stroneth contributing to agility, 
height, arm and leg length, finger 
sStrongth, balance, and so on. If this is 
truc, then, we Goutal expect no major 
changes in individual ability through 
practice, and the clessification would 
serve morcly to label individuals at their 
respective climbing levcls. In skiing, 

it is no disgrace to be labclled fourth 
class because practice will lead to a 
higher rank. But who wants to be know as 
a& fourth class rockeclimbcr if this ropre- 
sconts a static condition with little 
prospect of improvoment? 


The second argument, that the classifi- 
cation would serve as a useful indcx of 
individual climbing abilities, is unsound 
on practical grounds, This is because it 
would be extraordinarily difficult to 
sccure a reliable ostimate of climbing 
ability are so variable that the rcliobil~ 
ity of a prediction based on one situation 
seca be almost zoro in anothor casc,. For 

ample, changes in the character of the 
rock or climbing holds, cxposurc, weather 
conditions, fatiguc, psychological out- 
look, and so on can radically alter the 
lovel of ability. Other important factors 
entering into climbing ability are almost 
impossiblo to guage. The capacity of an 
individual to deal with now probloms as 
involved in first ascents is not capable 
of moasurcmont, at least on a comparativo. 
basis, and neither are his reactions under 


cmorgency situations.
